10 White Families Join Va. Integration Fight - 

A total of 10 white families are preparing to join 
the NAACP school desegregation fight in Arlington, 
Va., marking the first time whites have banded to- 
gether with Negroes to end school segregation in 
the South, it was learned from reliable sources. 

The white families agreed to back the NAACP 
following the recent withdrawal of one of two white 
families who originally filed the suit. Later, plaintiff 
Jack G. Orndoff, an engineering company office man- 
ager, withdrew his family from the suit because of 
“foul and vicious” telephone threats. The FBI was 
forced to probe threats against the other white 
plaintiff, Mrs. Barbara Marx, mother of two chil- 
dren, who refused to withdraw from the suit. Her 
home was placed under police guard. 

Aroused over the retaliation against the Orndoff 
family, white Arlington leaders publicly condemned 
white supremacy groups, which led to other white 
families volunteering to join the suit. 
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ALA. OFFICIALS MAY APPEAL 


Chances that Negroes in Montgomery, Ala., will win 
their six-month fight for integrated seating, seemed 
brighter this week as city and state officials indicated 
they would appeal Alabama Public Service Commission 
injunctions forbidding them from enforcing segregation. 

But in Tallahassee, Fla., the financially hard-hit City 
Transit Co., may bow out of service on July 1, after a 
100 per cent effective boycott there for the past month. 
A last-ditch meeting, called by city commissioners, was 
not expected to produce any agreement as the Negro In- 
ter-civic Council was instructed at a mass meeting “not to 
change” demands for complete integration on city busses. 
Meanwhile, the Council revealed total contributions had 
reached $4,349.99, with an anonymous gift of $1,000 from 
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Missing White Man Fourd Passing As A Negro 

An unidentified white mai, who has been listed as miss- 
ing since 1942, was discovered to have crossed the color 
line and living as a Negro with a Negro woman in Cin- 
cinnati. Subject of an extensive search by his parents, 
who hired a private detective, the man, described as in his 
thirties, suffered the loss of an arm and an eye when he 
was struck by a train in the early 1940’s. He had changed 
his name and darkened his skin with a brown cream to 
escape detection. The detective said his parents decided 
to drop the case after they were told that their son was 
still alive. 


Says Iowa Town Bars Skilled Negro Workers 

Not one person in Davenport, Iowa’s estimated 3,000- 
6,000 Negro population is employed as a skilled worker, 
according to Charles W. Toney, a local NAACP official who 
testified before a governor’s commission studying dis- 
crimination in employment. Toney added that: “There 
are Negro skilled and semi-skilled workers living in the 
community, but they are forced to find employment in 
Illinois.”

Randall, heard the judge fall from a fishing boat near 
Phenix City and attempted the futile rescue.

A prediction that segregation will end in the South 
within five years was voiced at a Norman, Okla., confer- 
ence on Human Relations Education, attended by some 
100 white and Negro educators from 14 southern states. 
Frederick B. Routh, assistant director of the Southern Re- 
gional Council, said Oklahoma, Kentucky, Texas and 
Arkansas are advancing most rapidly toward integration. 


Pills May Turn Black Skin White, Say Scientists 

Within 20 years a person may be able to change his color 
from black to white by swallowing pills, according to the 
London Times. Doctors, the newspaper said, already have 
pills which can give a white person a protective tan where 
their skins are too sensitive to sunlight. 


Negro Heads Nation’s Largest Legion District 

A Negro lawyer from Canton, Ohio, was unanimously 
elected to head the 10th District of the American Legion, 
and became the first colored commander of the nation’s 
largest Legion jurisdic- 
tion. He is Frank Beane, 
whose district covers 
16,000 members in nine 
Ohio counties.

Police said Kurt Masuck extinguished 
the blaze before it gained headway, and that they found 
five identical, but illegible notes on the Masuck lawn after 
the bombing. 


Race Fracas Erupts At Alabama Army Post 

Several soldiers were jailed after a white National 
Guardsman and “three or four” Puerto Rican soldiers 
tangled in a fist fight in a WAC club at Ft. McClellan, 
Ala. The unidentified guardsman told base officials that 
the Puerto Ricans told him he was “out of place,’ and 
ordered him to leave. He claimed that when he left the 
men ambushed him. 
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Erie Railroad Ordered To Stop Color Bias 

The Erie Railroad was ordered to reimburse two Negro 
waiters for any salary they may have lost when demoted 
from their positions of waiters-in-charge, and was told to 
stop racial discrimination against its employees. The de- 
cision was handed down by the New Jersey commissioner 
of education, Dr. Frederick Raubinger, following a hear- 
ing by the State Division Against Discrimination, a branch 
of the commission. The railroad was charged with failing 
to promote the men to steward. 


Detroit Coed Sued For $344,000 In Highway Deaths 

A total of $344,000 in damages was asked by two Mich- 
igan white women whose husbands were crushed to 
death against a truck by the car of a Detroit student and 
part-time social worker. In two suits filed in Washtenaw 
County Circuit Court, Sharlene Duncan, 26, was asked to 
pay $185,000 for the death of a father of three children, 
and $159,000 for the gaggimmere 
death of a father of San 
two other youngsters. 
She is scheduled to 
face a pre-trial hear- 
ing on negligent hom- 
icide in mid-July.

Son Of Ruby McCollum Loses Fight To Share Estate 

Kenneth McCollum, son of Ruby McCollum, defendant 
in the Live Oak, Fla., murder trials for killing her white 
physician lover, lost a share in the estate of his alleged 
father, Samuel McCollum, wealthy bolita operator. The 
Florida Supreme Court at Tallahassee reversed a lower 
court decree that had awarded the youth the share. 
Samuel McCollum was the husband of Ruby McCollum, 
who was once sentenced to death for killing Dr. C. Leroy 
Adams. The high court said testimony was insufficient 
to prove that Kenneth McCollum, former Bethune-Cook- 
man College student, was the son of McCollum. 


Cong. Diggs Announces Candidacy For Re-Election 

Congressman Charles C. Diggs Jr. (D., Mich.) filed nom- 
inating petitions at Detroit’s City-County Building, and 
announced his candidacy for re-election as 13th District 
representative in the U. S. Congress. Diggs indicated 
his campaign would be based on interests in civil rights 
and civil liberties, foreign policy, labor policy, economics, 
health, education and social security, housing and immi- 
gration. 
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GOP Must Seat Miss. Negro Delegates, Says Howard 


Missi sippi Black and Tan Republican leader Perry W. 
Howaru warned members of the state’s Lily White faction 
that if his group is not seated in at the national conven- 
tion in San Francisco it “will mean the defeat of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower.” Added the 32-year veteran national 
committeeman: “The GOP credentials committee can 
take that as a prediction or a threat, just as it sees fit.” 


Henderson, Ky., Seats Ist Negro Juror 


A Henderson, Ky., hardware dealer George A. Reeder 
became the first Negro juror to serve in Henderson Circuit 
Court as the second murder trial of a youth charged with 
murdering a policeman began. The first conviction of 
19-year-old Ben Charles Sitton of Fayetteville, Ark., was 
overturned when the defense claimed two deputies were 
not properly sworn to take the jury out to lunch.

Meanwhile, a hearing was set 
for Emory A. Turner, charged with shooting into the home 
of Alfred Scott (nephew of Judge Armond Scott) during 
April and May. 


Threats Close School Built For Ga. Negroes 

The Georgia State Board of Education returned 700 
Laurens County Negro pupils to their old, outmoded 
schools, and provided extra funds for their transporta- 
tion, housing, and instruction after refusing to assign 
them to a new, 90 per cent completed, $250,000 school, 
which was built for them. The action came after Laurens 
County school officials could not guarantee that threats 
to dynamite the school (in a white neighborhood) would 
not be carried out if Negroes occupied it.

A million dollar Virginia school bond issue, held up for 
a year after being challenged on the grounds it would be 
used to build segregated schools, was freed through unani- 
mous decision of the Virginia Supreme Court. The judges 
reversed a Hanover Circuit Court action and ruled the 
Hanover County board had a “duty” to spend the money 
since it had been voted to meet a “desperate need of school 
impro”™ .sments.” 


Louisiana Solons Pass Integration Roadblocks 

A bill requiring the permission of the Louisiana Legisla- 
ture to sue Orleans Parish for school integration, was 
unanimously passed by the State Senate. The measure 
was designed to help the city of New Orleans evade a 
Federal court order to desegregate its public school sys- 
tem. In other actions, the Senate Education Committee 
and the House also voted to fire teachers, school bus 
drivers, and other employees who advocate integration or 
belong to the NAACP. Earlier, the NAACP had been out- 
lawed in the entire state.

They 
charged that Gordon was first given a room when his 
white minister, Rev. Edward Hawley, registered for both 
of them, and then denied it when Gordon, a Legionnaire 
himself, appeared and the club learned he was a Negro. 
Presbyterians Adopt Integration Resolution 

A resolution urging local congregations to offer “full 
membership and fellowship to all” regardless of race, color 
or national origin was adopted in Knoxville by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the United Presbyterian Church.

In recent baseball his- 
tory, no player has been 
the subject of more trade 
or sale rumors than 
Jackie Robinson, the 
Brooklyn Dodgers’ star. 

In recurring rumors, 
he has been booked for 
more trips than a con- 
ductor on a commuter 
rail line. 

Among the journeys 
he has been scheduled 
for in the sports columns 
was one to Pitts- 
burgh, where he was sup- 
posed to rejoin his orig- 
inal benefactor, Branch 
, : . Rickey; another to Van- 
Jackie Robin os Ul

where he was supposed 

to become manager of a ball club; another to Coogan’s 

Bluff, where he was supposed to join the hated, cross- 

town-rival New York Giants; still another to Chicago, 

where he was supposed to play with both the Cubs and 
White Sox. 

Yet, Jackie remains a Dodger, in good standing. Obvi- 
ously he isn’t. the super star he used to be, but the odds 
are better than 6 to 5 that he will remain a Dodger 
throughout this season, if indeed not for the rest of his 
major league career. 

The reasons for the many-rumored Jackie Robinson 
deals are somewhat obscure. But there are several big, 
plain-to-see reasons why the Dodgers won’t sell him:
